MONG THE WINTER visitors to Palm 
Beach of European ancestry... 
the Starling, who came to this country pe sehen 
from England in 1890. Sixty comprised i 
the first group of immigrants, (to 
Central Park in New York City), who 
liked the U.S.A. so well they stayed on 
and raised families, which are now lo- 
cated over the entire country. 
Starlings do not engage in a mass 
migration, but show a decided tendency 
to go southward in the winter. They 
also tend to leave the country for cities 
and towns in cold weather. This is the 
way they plan their “way of life’ . 
forage for berries, (anywhere they can 
find them) by day and at night, return 
to their “lodgings” in office buildings, 
church towers, libraries, museums and 
such. The Metropolitan Museum has 
been a favored shelter for these “para- 
sites of the bird world” ...as many 
as thirty five thousand having lodged 
there on a single cold night, huddling

together to keep warm. Trophies and Cups for sports and 
Starlings usually breed early in the other events designed and executed 
spring, nesting in a hole in a tree or in on order. 


a cranny of some convenient building. 
By mid-May, the harsh food cries of the 
young can be heard zooming all over the 
place. 

In late summer, the young birds band 
together in immense flocks and perform 
wonderful mass flight maneuvers and 
complex gyrations above the streets and 
fields. They are really an interesting 
sight to behold, these “live airplane 
mass formations.” 

The male starling is really a “wolf in 
bird’s clothing” . .. his note being a 
clear, long-drawn-out whistle. In addi- 
tion to this feat, he can cleverly imitate 
the songs of other birds, spreading con- 
fusion among the feathered creatures 
nearby. 

When gathered together in large 
flocks, starlings scream and chatter, 
turning their bird songs into what 
sounds like very noisy human gossip. 
These unusual birds do not hop-along 
like the rest of their tribe when on the 
ground ... they walk! 

Like another foreigner, the English 
sparrow, the starling has aroused the 
consternation of the American farmer, 
who accuses it of destroying corn, gar- 
den crops and fruit.

Oi Hering Gull 
Of the Family SL aridae 


FTEN REFERRED TO AS scavenger birds, the gulls, of which 

there are twenty species, are found abundantly in every 

quarter of the globe, and in Florida there are said to be nine 
varieties found along this seacoast. 


Closely related to the terns, the common features they 
share are their long and pointed wings, free, bare legs and 
sturdy bills. Devoid of characteristics especially attractive 
and fascinating to man, the gulls are nevertheless most 
resourceful birds and imbued with a special instinct that 
birds and animals possess to a higher degree than man. 

Aquatic birds for the most part, gulls have been known 
to travel far inland, as during their benificent visit to the 
state of Utah in the middle of the nineteenth century. Utah 
has a bronze monument to these birds, and for a very good 
reason. From 1848 to ’50 the early settlers were threatened 
by overwhelming swarms of black crickets, making farming 
almost impossible. The appearance of the gulls was indeed a 
god’send to the early settlers for the enormous flocks ar- 
riving suddenly one day set to work eating and driving off 
the noxious insects, until the area was entirely free of them. 

The most abundant of the east coast gulls are the Herring 
Gulls. Unlike the petrels, which spend most of their time on 
the wing, these two-foot long birds are a common sight, 
wheeling, dipping and scanning the water for bits of food, 
they bob about like celluloid toys near the docks and piers. 
A typical gull, the herring gull’s feet are webbed, thus 
enabling him to swim with ease. In swift moving streams 
this gull floats with the current until dragged downstream 
and away from the other aquatic birds which usually gather 
in groups about a reliable source of food supply. They then 
pick themselves out of the water and with measured strokes 
of their long wings often fly back upstream to take the ride 
all over again. 


A migratory bird, the herring gulls spend the winter 
along the east. coast to the south, returning to the north- 
eastern shore with the advent of spring. 


On low sandy bars and mud flats they may be seen 
digging clams with their slightly down-curved bills. Then 
they fly high with their catch to a hard strip of sand or a 
concrete highway where they drop the clams, breaking their 
shells and exposing the meat. 


Breeding in the spring, the herring gulls choose the 
rocky islands off the northeast coast to pitch their nests; 
mated pairs faithfully returning to the same spot each year. 
Each couple occupies its own private site from where they 
drive out all intruders without ceremony, and have even been 
known to drive an interloper entirely away from the neigh- 
borhood. Vicious fighters when they are aroused to anger, 
the herring gulls, before starting hostilities, assume a threat- 
ening pose which usually frightens away without further 
adieu, birds with preying intentions. 

The herring gulls, like all others of the “Family Laridae,”’ 
are protected in every state in the Union; but before such 
laws were passed hundreds and thousands were killed to 
satisfy the fads and fancies of the millinery trade.

W jitH THE DAWN OF another new year, Palm Beach’s own 
magnificent Everglades Club opened formally at a New 
Years Eve dinner dance attended by seven hundred mem- 
bers of the Cottage Colony and their friends. 

All its splendid appointments refurbished and made 
ready for the activities of another season, the Everglades 
underwent considerable doing over last fall. The gray room 
is now in soft shades of yellow, and the Balinese murals in 
the cocktail lounge were re-done by the artist Robert Bush- 
nell. New carpeting in many of the splendid salons and 
foyers, deep-piled and resilient, suitably matches the ele- 
gance of the club in entirety, and with the new dance floor 
in the magical Orange Gardens there is an air over all of 
flawless house-keeping.

But a step from the old Society of Four Arts, the new 
building of gracious Spanish architecture stands on the site 
of the old Embassy Club in Royal Palm Way. Acquired last 
March by the Four Arts through a transaction on the part of 
Mr. Byron D. Miller with the Col. Edward R. Bradley estate, 
the building was remodeled last summer to create the splen- 
did new art center, which provides forty per cent more space 
than original plans called for. The spacious new auditorium 
affords a seating capacity of one thousand and is equipped 

vith cloisters flanking either side that may be used for an 
overflow of the large audiences which attend events gen- 
erously dotting the winter calendar of the Society. 

The classic loggia through the center of the building 
serves as a foyer separating the auditorium from the spa- 
cious galleries off which there is a large well-equipped 
kitchen; and to the front of the building are several rooms to 
be devoted to activities sponsored by the Junior Committee 
for children and young people of the Society. 

The executive offices face Cebia Avenue, and with a 
view of Royal Palm Way, a beautiful room of cypress with 
ceiling tinted in Chinese red provides quarters for meetings 
of the Board of Directors. 

In a prologue of events preceding the formal opening 
of the building, the members’ show was held in the new 
building in December and on December 30 the first lecture 
of the current season presented Harold J. Kennedy, author 
and playwright. Sponsoring an outstanding calendar of lec- 
tures, art exhibitions and musical events each season, chair- 
men in charge of the various committees are; Mrs. William 
L. McKim, painting and sculpture exhibitions; Mr. John H. 
Perry, lectures; Dr. George A. Waterman, Literature and 
Library; and Mrs. William T. Grant in charge of arrange- 
ments for musical events. 

Currently on view until Feb. 5, the “School of Paris” 
exhibition is one of the most notable recently sponsored by 
the Society of the Four Arts. 

This exhibition contains works of the European masters 
of modern painting, as well as examples of the emerging 
younger men. It is worth noticing that half the leading 
artists of ‘The School of Paris” are not Frenchmen at all 
but Spaniards, Dutchmen, Russians, Italians and Swiss. 

The movement developed from the discoveries of the men 
of the preceding generation: of Gauguin and Van Gogh in 
expressionist color and of Cezanne and Seurat in architec- 
tural form. F'rom the influence of Gaugin’s coloring the Fauve 
movement started under Matisse in 1905 and from a study of 
Cezanne’s architectural form the Cubist movement began 
under Picasso and Braque in 1909. Many of the most alert 
and gifted young artists of the continent were attracted to 
these pioneering efforts, which became known as the “Ecole 
de) Paris?? 

To the public the chief characteristic of the school was 
its break with the Greek and Renaissance traditions of real- 
ism; instead these artists found inspiration in the less re- 
presentational traditions of the Orient and Africa. They were 
attracted by the rhythmic line and flat tone of Chinese paint- 
ing and Japanese prints, of Persian miniatures and Coptic 
textiles. They admired the sculpture of the Etruscan, Roman- 
esque and Gothic periods and were especially interested in 
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the formal rhythms of African sculpture. 

Seven examples of Picasso, ranging from 1910 to 1939, 
are among the fifty works in the exhibition; there are four 
by Matisse, three by Braque, three by Rouault and three by 
Gris; represented by two each are de La Fresnaye, Dufy, 
Leger, Derain, Chagall and Miro. Among the newer men 
are two examples each by Dubuffet and Marchand. 

The Society of the Four Arts is indebted to the Museum 
of Modern Art for lending ten important paintings to the 
show, to the Pierre Matisse Gallery for fourteen and to Paul 
Rosenberg Galleries for eleven. Other lenders include the 
Bignon, Buchlolz, Jacques Seligmann, Carroll Carstairs and 
Knoedler Galleries and Mr. Theodore Schempp. The Society 
is also benefiting from generous loans by the following local 
collectors: Mr. Arthur Bradey Campbell, Mr. and Mrs. Le- 
Ray Berdeau and Mr. and Mrs. Keith Warner. 

The Society of the Four Arts incorporated eleven years 
ago under the laws of the state of Florida in a non-profit 
organization. Its object is to encourage the best in litera- 
ture, music, drama and the arts through maintenance of a 
library and the presentation of concerts, lectures and art 
exhibitions. 

Presently serving as officers of the Society are: Mr. 
Joseph F. Gunster, president; Mrs. John Elliott, Honorary 
President; Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, Honorary President; 
Mr. Byron D. Miller, Dr. Daniel J. McCarthy, Mr. Rufus W. 
Scott and Mr. Charlton Yarnall, vice-presidents; and Dr. 
Matthew T. Mellon, treasurer. 

Mrs. Ann Poeller is Director of the Society of the Four 
Arts. 

An integral part of the Four Arts, the library which has 
grown to an amazing extent since the founding of the Society 
in 1936 now occupies the entire old Four Arts building in 
Royal Palm Way. Beautifully refurbished for the present 
season many improvements have also taken place there. The 
lower floor is now entirely devoted to the iibrary’s general 
collection, while the upper portion of the building houses 
records of the Florida Historical Society, the Addison Mizner 
works, the Clarence S. Wadsworth collection and that of the 
late Bishop Nathaniel Thomas for many years rector of 
Bethesda-by-the-Sea. 

Bishop Thomas’ collection is considered the best there 
is on Florida from every aspect—its historical background, 
its flora and fauna and general development as a leading

Colorful new draperies, a gift on the part of Mrs. Byron 
D. Miller are a new acquisition to the Four Arts’ library. 
The attractive patio to the East has become an outdoor read- 
ing room which affords a pleasant view of the moon-gate, 
giving entrance to the Chinese Garden, the gift of Mrs. 
Lorenzo E. Woodhouse. 

The childrens’ gardens to be developed at the north end 
of the library grounds is a project this season of the Garden 
Club of Palm Beach of which Mrs. Francis L. V. Hoppin is 
president. 

Over the Elliott memorial fireplace to the south of the 
library’s lower floor is appropriately hung a painting by 
Mrs. Albert Herter of Mrs. John Elliott, Honorary President 
and one of the founders of the Society of the Four Arts. An 
ardent supporter of the Society, Mrs. Elliott, although she 
has not been in Palm Beach in several seasons, is still warmly 
regarded by her fellow members and she is of the same ilk 
as those who now carry on the principles upon which the 
erganization was founded. 

An author of note in her own rights Mrs. Elliotts’ 
mother was Julia Ward Howe and her husband a distin- 
guished artist. It is also of interest to know that Laura 
Richards who was for so long so greatly admired by Alex- 
ander Woollcott and who was the author of “Captain Janu- 
ary” was Mrs. Elliotts’ sister. 

Author of “Roma Beata,” “Julia Ward Howe” which 
she wrote in collaboration with Laura Richards, and “Sun 
and Shadow in Spain,” her latest book “This Was My New- 
port” was published in 1944. 
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d Fie NORTON GALLERY OF ART offering many advantages to 
year-round residents as well as those who make their win- 
ter home in the Palm Beaches and providing an especially 
fine school of art in conjunction with a splendid annual cal- 
endar of events is unequivocally the best equipped art gal- 
lery in the South. 

Ek. R. Hunter, Director of the Gallery is responsible for 
annual exhibitions that are of metropolitan standards which 
take place during the winter and in conjunction with a 
music program that attracts appreciative audiences to 
capacity attendance. 

A current exhibition presents an excellent group of 
thirty-six pictures by Six Canadian Painters, which the 
director chose this past summer while on vacation in the 
Dominion. The exhibition will be on view until January the 
twenty-fifth, together with a collection of pictures from the 
Watercolor Gallery at Goose Rocks Beach, Maine. 

The Six Canadian Painters were chosen to represent as 
wide a field of endeavor as possible, but more particularly to 
give a well rounded view of each individual artist’s work. 
Represented in the group are Emily Carr, an artist who after 
a lifetime of local acclaim began late in life to paint a wonder- 
ful series of pictures of the British Columbian forests. An- 
other painter, David B. Milne, combines a subtle color sense 
with a charming calligraphic style which gives his pictures 
an inimitable grace. Fritz Brandtner, an exponent of the Ex- 
pressionist style, paints pictures of great power and sponta- 
neity. Goodridge Roberts, an instructor at the Art Associa- 
tion of Montreal, is represented by several beautiful Jand- 
scapes and a large still life. Henri Masson, a French Canadian, 
enlivens his canvases with great humor and conveys much 
of the individual quality of French Canadian life. The sixth 
painter, Stanley Cosgrove, an instructor at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts in Montreal, has a finely restrained individuality 
that makes his work noteworthy. 

Filling Gallery Nine and also currently on view until the 
twenty-fifth of the month is a collection of twenty-six pic- 
tures borrowed from the Watercolor Gallery at Goose Rocks

Beach, Maine. These paintings selected by Mr. Eliot O’Hara. 

Ranging from pictures by such well-knowns as Gertrude 
Schweitzer and Adolf Dehn and Hokusai, the group includes 
works by Mr. O’Hara’s students and colleagues, selected to 
illustrate some particular phase of watercolor painting. The 
collection as a whole demonstrates a wide variety and will be 
of interest to the general public as well as students at the 
Norton School of Art this season. 

An outstanding gift to the Palm Beaches this year was 
a group of paintings presented by Mr. Ralph H. Norton, to 
the Norton Gallery and School of Art. 

Two noteworthy French moderns head the list: a 1924 
“Still Life with Printed Foulard’” by Picasso and a large and 
important Georges Braque, “Still Life on Red Table Cloth.” 
Both of these artists were previously represented in the 
Norton collection by earlier works. 

Two famous names to enter the Norton collection for the 
first time this year are Claude Monet and Camille Pissarro. 
Each is represented by a strong canvas in typical Impression- 
ist technique. Other French moderns new to the Norton col- 
lection are Henri Matisse’s portrait of “Lorette,’ Marie 
Laurencin’s “Masquerade in Landscape,’ and a landscape 
by the late Chaim Soutine. Mr. Norton also acquired his 
second Mare Chagall, a delightful fantasy entitled “Anniver- 
sary Flowers.” 

In addition to these important French masters, the 
gallery also was given a group of outstanding American can- 
vases. Edward Hopper’s “August in the City” and John 
Carroll’s “Jade Scarf’ round out the American galleries, 
together with a large “Still Life With Green Jar” by Henry 
Lee McFee. 

Watercolors by Gertrude Schweitzer and John Marin 
were also given to the gallery this year, together with two 
significant bronze pieces: one ‘Rescue II” by Jacques Lip- 
chitz, and a powerful figure piece entitled “Casualties” by 
Ann Weaver, sculpture instructor at the Norton School of 
Art. With these purchases, the Norton collection indisput- 
ably takes rank as one of the great collections of French and 
American painting in the country. 

At the same time that these works of art were first 
officially shown to members of the Palm Beach Art League, 
Patricia Norton Hendershot presented a gold and topaz snuff 
box to the gallery to be included with the collection of Mrs. 
Ralph Norton’s antique jewelry already on view there. 

Eric Lundgren, whose phenomenally successful classes 
in children’s painting add such a note of color and delight to 
all the exhibitions of students’ work at the Norton Gallery, 
is also holding a class in painting for adults and teen-agers 
cn Saturday afternoons in addition to his regular course in 
painting and composition. James Mallory Willson, who re- 
cently won a prize for figure composition at the state-wide 
Florida Federation of Art Annual in Tampa, continues his 
day and night adult life classes; and Miss Ann Weaver be- 
gins her sixth year as sculpture instructor in the school. 
Miss Weaver recently won the first prize for sculpture at the 
Society of the Four Arts, it being the third time she has 
been so honored. 

New additions to the faculty this year are Walter B. 
Colebrook, who is teaching basic principles of drawing; and 
Elayne Varian, who is giving instruction in costume design 
and fabric painting. Betty Heston is giving her regular 
course in fashion illustration.

1914. “Even the climate is more delightful here now,” she 
said, explaining that there was a definite change after the 
Everglades were opened—‘“before that there was a deadly 
heaviness to the air that was enervating rather than invig- 
orating.” 

What charm lies about Casa Alejandro, its spacious 
patios and sunlit gardens, the charm of its great rooms and 
the friendliness of its smaller ones. Its the kind of a place 
where you know the person who built and decorated it must 
surely worship at the altar of beauty! Natural terraces 
twelve feet above the garden wall, and a garden thats far be- 
low the first floor. Balconies that beckon Romeo and Juliet 
scenes, a quaint gallery sheltering the garden, and pretty 
loggias that lead to patios and gardens so that if you choose 
you may view your flowers and plants on a wet day without 
even so much as dampening one small toe. These together 
with brilliant hibiscus bushes, bouganvillea vines, orange and 
grapefruit trees and a host of other specimens of tropical 
horticulture, are some of the reasons why Mrs. McKinlock 
must love Casa Alejandro, so when she tells you that she 
never really enjoyed Florida to the fullest until she found 
herself there its not hard to understand, for surely Casa 
Alejandro must be listed among the loveliest of villas in 
America. 


Mrs. McKinlock has a fine philosophy of life—“‘it doesn’t 
matter, she says “whether its Palm Beach or Lake Forest, 
Ill., (her summer home), if you have a healthy attitude to- 
ward this business of living with enthusiastic intent to con- 
tribute full measure to all that is worth-while about you and 
within your scope, it then doesn’t make any difference 
whether you’re a resident of Palm Beach or Alaska (just a 
matter of temperature).

Mrs. McKinlock’s splendid record in war work spans 
both conflicts in our generation. During the entire four years 
she served as Commandant of Red Cross Canteens in the city 
of Chicago. Likewise she worked zealously in War I and when 
it was over, she and Mr. McKinlock gave to the city of Chi- 
eago, the McKinlock Memorial Gardens in memory of their 
son Alexander who is listed among those who paid for our 
freedom with their lives. 

“Yes, Palm Beach is very dear to me,” said Mrs. Mc- 
Kinlock, ‘and over the years I have watched its progress 
with keen interest and satisfaction, for it has forged ahead 
in the right direction.” 

To live here, she maintains one must have stamina and 
a sense of equilibrium,” for she continued “just as a tropical 
climate causes vegetation to grow rampant and in every 
direction if not controlled, so man, if he forgets to properly 
direct his God-given free will, may find himself losing his 
balance and heading for complete irresponsibility. To live 
in the tropics is a challenge, a test of man’s character, his in- 
tellect and judgment.”

And, believe it or not, it takes more time to see a movie 
than it does to travel by air from here to this capital of the 
British Bahamas. As a matter of fact, Pan-American oper- 
ates 52 flights a week from Miami to Nassau, and, domestic 
airlines operating from other cities of the United States and 
connecting with the line’s daily schedule, put this interesting 
holiday haven within a day’s reach. 

Nassau is almost three centuries old and its history is a 
story of strife between England and Spain, which began 
about a hundred years after Columbus made his first land- 
fall cn San Salvador Island in the Bahamas. But in spite of

this fact, it is not a place full of historical sites which the 
visitor must wear himself out trying to see. But bearing 
testimony to its romantic past, there are several old churches 
and forts and a decaying watchtower, which was supposed 
to be that of Blackbeard, the famous pirate. 

Vacationers can easily forget the history and concen- 
trate on fun. Such as the beautiful white sand beaches and 
the facilities for fishing and sailing. It is also a perfect 
atmosphere for sipping cocktails .. . cool patios banked with 
semi-tropical foliage or terraces overlooking the Bahamian 
seas. Street musicians furnishing the “background music.” 

Another popular pastime is strolling, or for the less 
energetic, bicycling or riding in a surrey “with the fringe 
on top,” through this incredibly picturesque town with which 
time has been very gentle. 
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In spite of the fact, there are over 3000 islands, inlets 
and cays in the British Bahamas, which begin about 60 miles 
off the southeast coast of Florida and stretch approximately 
800 miles across the Caribbean almost to Haiti, only a “hand- 
ful” of people live on a few of them. 


The population is predominately colored and negroes are 
not only well represented among the professions, but take 
an active part in the legislative bodies of their government. 
The largest settlement in the Bahamas is on New Providence 
Island where Nassau is located ... here, there is a population 
of almost thirty thousand, most of which is centered in Nas- 
sau... and can be thoroughly seen in five hours, without 
any hurry. 


Nassau, which begins at the water’s edge and slopes 
upward toward a hill, is a patchwork of many soft colors, 
with pink, yellow and green predominating. The newer 
houses are of sandstone, of which the islands are composed 
... the older ones are of frame (several were built in 1784). 


The architecture of the old houses is colonial West In- 
dian with intricate grille work balconies or frame jalousies. 
Age has mellowed the gay colors of these ancient, lovely 
mansions but the brilliant yellow, pink and purple of the mod- 
ern houses, with bright green shutters, give Nassau its vivid- 
ness. Practically hiding many of the homes, are gaily-colored 
high walls of sandstone, over which hang a profusion of red 
and magenta bougainvillea or yellow allamanda vine.

F COURSE, one never sees snow in glorious Palm Beach

Mr. George Durkin beginning his fifth year as Chief 
Executive at Whitehall returned early in September to the 
resort after completing his ninth season as manager of the 
Preston at Swampscott among the most beautiful of the four 
other Sonnabend hotels. His assistant this year is Howard 
Sunshine, formerly associated with Whitehall. 

Jardin Royal dressed anew for the 1948 season in fresh 
cool white with dramatic touches of shocking pink, its or- 
chestra stand moved to the north and embellished with a 
modern classic serpentine wall where flame-colored bougan- 
villea vines entwine themselves to form a pretty pattern, is 
breath-taking in its beauty. Each cozy little table covered 
with off-white linen boasts a border of the luscious pink and 
completely enclosed with glass jalousies where heretofore the 
beautiful salon was open to the west, the idea is both prac- 
tical and decorative, allowing for a broad view of a Florida 
sunset and a generous squint of a midnight star-studded 
sky. The glass jalousies allow an influx of sun and light 
but keeps out rain. Gay umbrellas remindful of an old fash- 
ioned ballet with music by Strauss embellish each table and 
are lined with bright colored chintz. 

The new look to the sumptuous suites is carried out in 
a color scheme at once, smart, harmonious and homelike. 
Sleeping rooms in pale peach and apricot are complimented 
with furniture of bleached walnut with hand-woven Mexican 
prints providing window hangings and gay flower pictures 
blending with upholstery and lamp shades. Adjoining living 
rooms to each of the suites present in decor, the color sense 
of a fine artist. Arresting and sensitive, each is a setting 
to enhance every happy moment at Whitehall. 
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Picture an ever so pale yellow-walled room with window 
hangings in the same color scale varying but a shade and 
blending in a symphony of pleasant decoration with dove- 
gray upholstery covering a cozy sofa and smart Roman- 
striped satin adorning two small Queen Anne Chairs. All 
the interest and diversification of nature’s own color scheme 
is apparent in the done-over suites. Subtle little touches such 
as a flower print picture, encased in Rococo white frame, 
resting on mats that pick up the color of the upholstery, 
and Williamsburg blue over walls with raspberry damask, 
dressing chairs and sofas, set off with lamp bases and ap- 
pointments in black, green and cardinal, all tend to create 
rooms that are indeed both charming and individual. 

Whitehall is ever remindful of a precious treasure that 
its owners strive zealously to keep beautiful. Set midst 
spacious surroundings where long graceful drives lined with 
stately palms and Australian pines lead through many acres 
of expert landscaping, Whitehall is a queenly hotel designed 
for gracious living. Combining the old and the new there 
is for certain no other hotel in all the world with such diverse 
charm. 

Once the home of the late Henry M. Flagler who brought 
the railroads to Florida and made the wilderness bloom, 
Whitehall was so named because its original owner sought 
for it a title that would come close to white palace which 
in truth is exactly what Whitehall is. 

Approaching its spacious piazza supported by six classic 
columns of proportions that bespeak an era less mindful of 
economic housing, the entrance hall beyond is Marble Hall, 
a masterpiece of artistic and architectural dreaming. One 
hundred and ten feet long and forty feet wide, the room was 
created of seven varieties of Italian marble. The ceiling is 
twenty-five feet high set with richly brushed medallions 
done abroad by leading mural painters of the early twentieth 
century. 
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Beyond Marble Hall to the south is the former library 
of the Flagler mansion now used by Whitehall as a game 
room. Panelled with the worlds’ rarest walnut every piece 
is so perfectly matched as to form a lion’s head. All ivory 
and gold, the Music Room is a vision of sheer beauty. It 
houses the largest pipe-organ ever to be installed in a private 
home, and its center dome of crystal incites visions of ladies 
and their lords at court; and in the original ball room where 
now a delightful cocktail lounge has its setting, deep rose 
damask draperies are set off by shimmering crystal chan- 
deliers from which hang ornaments in the shape of Florida 
fruits.

HE WorTH AVENUE GALLERY open again for the season 

under the joint directorship of Mrs. Dugget Benson and 
Mrs. Archibald Rayner is currently showing an exhibition of 
canvases that are both notable and beautiful. Outstanding 
in the show are 17 gouaches by Ricardo Magni, Italian-born 
artist who for several years before the war gained a wide 
reputation in this country as an outstanding painter, a title 
he still holds. His paintings are deeply poetic in feeling and 
in soft subtle colors he creates sufficient contrast in tone to 
present to the gallery goer, works of satisfying and dramatic 
interest. 

His ““New York’s a Lonely Town” for example is a won- 
derful tender saga of the desolation that can be yours in the 
great metropolis if as Leonard Bernstein said in music 
“there’s no one there to meet you.” And in “Coloseum” a 
paper telling a story of hearts that dare to be happy in the 
midst of the wreckage of war in Europe, somber clay-colored 
portals are given a breath of life and joy as gay little bal- 
loons float over them and natives of Rome dance in the street. 

As much at home in still life works as in those of action 


and impression, Magni’s paintings of malaga grapes and 
tropical pears in the current Worth Gallery exhibit suggests 
the crystal freshness of nature with dew on it. 

Russian-born Eugene Berman is also represented in the 
show and among his several works, the most laudable is prob- 
ably “Study For Muta di Portici’’ in which the richness of 
the colors remind you of an old cathedral window softly 
illuminated. Decor and costume sketches for the most part 
comprise Bermans’ canvases and their splendid draftsman- 
ship and architectural perfection is no doubt accountable to 
the fact that when he lived in Russia he worked during his 
earlier years in creating scenery for the Russian theatre and 
ballet. 

In “Music” a subtle darkly done piece showing a fisher- 
man’s daughter beside the sea, clutching in her arms a piece 
of drift-wood which has risen to the shape and proportions 
of a cello, one senses the artist’s great love of music and its 
rhythm thereof. Likewise in “Giselle, Back-drop Act II” a 
semi-abstraction, may be observed his love of ballet. 

An especially pleasant Christmas window still on dis- 
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play presented a nativity scene of uncommon beauty. Done 
by J. B. Cordoza, Jr. Moving and philosophical in its primi- 
tive simplicity, the canvas in oil tells the story of Christmas 
in picturing an unadorned shelter that harbors the Madonna 
and Child with only a lamb and one bearer of gifts to balance 
the scene. Through a delicately painted archway giving the 
painting depth, there is seen far off, the castles of Kings, the 
domes and turrets embroidered in fine design like an Etrus- 
can fresco. 


Two still life oils by Audrey Ivanoff are elegant and 
striking in color and there is also a magnificently eerie piece 
by Charles Gilbert that tells the tale of Adam and Eve with 
Lileth providing the eternal triangle. 


The Gallery is open each day except Sunday from 9 to 
5 p. m. and presents exhibitions throughout the season that 
are of metropolitan standards. 


In addition to the above mentioned group there is also 
at the Worth Gallery a delightful collection of oils and water- 
colors by, for the most part, contemporary artists. Among 
them is one by Eliot O’Hara called “Dolphins,” a watercolor 
in his pleasantly familiar style of flowing yet well controlled 
lines and angles, and delightful to behold is “Serenade,” by 
Jean de Botton, a gay painting full of wit and a festival 
spirit. “Jungle” by Lopez-Rey dazzles with its color in a 
powerful virtuoso approach to the problems of nature inter- 
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pretation; and in “Two Great Ladies,” by Pedro Figari, who 
has been likened to Constantine Guys and also called the 
southern parallel to Pendergast, there is a mosaic vibration 
of textures, close values, textile color and a rich powdery 
surface. ‘Aunt Cathy,’ by Hedda Sterns, is notable for its 
nostalgic. and atmospheric quality for the artist has painted 
a mirthful picture of New England spinsterhood against a 
background of dignified gaiety. Another by the same artist 
is large and colorful and remindful of a picture map or travel 
poster of Mexico. It is called “Fiesta,” and is a statement 
of a holiday event south of the border. 


Theo Pascal is represented by ‘The Clown,” thoroughly 
imaginative with a pyxieish air about it with colors that are 
warm and vibrant. Several paintings by Franz Bueb deco- 
rate the show, among them “Paris Scene.” Freely brushed 
and full of sentiment and the sunlight of afternoon it is one 
of the artist’s best. 


Two, away-from-the-traditional fish scenes, rather like the 
finest petit pointe or an Etruscan fresco are small and care- 
fully painted pieces by Alexandre Robinson. 

“Street Scene” and “Three Musicians” are nicely done 
sepias by Pavel Tchelitchew. They are small papers in which 
the artist has ably pictured the relaxation music brings and 
the pending expectancy of day in a small corner of a great 
city after a night of showers.

Horida State Parkes 


Scente aud Aisterce Offer Variety of Recreational Features 


LORIDA is a state of beautiful parks, and the modern 

highway system with its wide, smooth and safe roads, 
devoid of difficult driving obstructions, provides one of the 
major recreations in the form of magic trails which carry the 
traveler safely, comfortably and speedily to every section of 
this historic, interesting and fascinating peninsular state. 
Delightful byways too, offer an interlude of peace and quiet 
far from the din and clamor of 20th Century civilization. 


MYAKKA RIVER STATE PARK 


Among the historic and scenic parks, where primeval 
settings of ancient oaks and towering pines, or sub-tropical 
vegetation and palms set an enchanting stage on which the 
imagination can recreate dramas of days gone by, or where 
nature’s splendor and beauty alone are the intriguing qual- 
ities. .. . Myakka River State park, the largest in the sun- 
shine state, comprises 15,693 acres and is located 16 miles 
east of Sarasota on the road to Arcadia (known as the “‘Sugar 
Bowl Road” or State Road number 72), seventy miles south-

east of Tampa in Sarasota and Manatee counties. 

In addition to the many miles of river, this park includes 
Upper Myakka Lake and Lower Myakka Lake, the latter, 
during extremely dry seasons disappears down a sink hole 
known as “Deep Hole.” This park is considered a typical 
example of Gulf Coast river valley and flood plain and one of 
the most striking scenic areas in Florida. It has been re- 
ferred to as “a bit of Africa with its clumps of cabbage palm 
and huge oaks hung with Spanish moss and broad, flat plains 
along the river and lakes with acres of vari-colored wild 
flowers. 

This park in addition, is considered one of the outstand- 
ing wild life sanctuaries in the eastern United States and 
is a haven for tremendous flocks of wading birds. Some of 
the more unusual birds are sandhill cranes, wood ibis, white 
ibis and mallard. Entomologists and ornithologists have 
come here from all over the world to study and do research 
work. 

It is rich in archaeological relics . . . seven Indian mounds 


have been discovered, but to date, very few artifacts have 
been removed. All of this and picnicking, fishing and boat- 
ing facilities too, at Myakka. 

HIGHLANDS HAMMOCK STATE PARK 


Opening in 1935, Highlands was the first state park 
placed in operation. Located about seven miles west of 
Sebring and approximately 90 miles southeast of Tampa, it 
consists of 3,800 acres, in an area of forests with trees 100 
feet high ... the trunks being as large as 31 feet in circum- 
ference. Alligator-infested waters, native orchids in a verit- 
able rainbow of colors, ferns and other ground cover plants 
growing everywhere along the easily traversed trails, en- 
hance the charming picture. 

Three gigantic oaks have been preserved by modern 
tree surgery, one of which contains 40 tons of concrete and 
reinforced steel. Outstanding in interest, are the many wild 
orange trees, bearing the same sour fruit that is famous in 
Seville, Spain. 

Highlands Hammock is a natural jungle and the wealth 
of plant material and wild life is most unusual. The facilities 
provided to make it accessible by road and foot trail make 
the park ideal for study .. . it is rated as one of the three 
most natural parks in the United States. 

The area is underlaid with limestone in which remains 
of numerous pre-historic animals have been found... a land 
turtle fossil roamed this terrain probably about 35,000 years 
ago. Canals, dams for water control, small streams, bridges, 
trails and catwalks, have been constructed, but as far as pos- 
sible, this natural jungle has been left in its primitive state. 
It is an ideal bird sanctuary, where more than one hundred 
varieties including owls, quail, wild turkey, mallard ducks, 


_ white ibis and the blue heron, make their homes. 


The park site was originally established by the family of 
John A. Roebling of New Jersey and Florida at a cost of more 
than $400,000. It was formally dedicated as a park for public 
use, March 15, 1931 and in July, 19385, was donated to the 
Florida Board of Forestry and Parks. 


GOLD HEAD BRANCH STATE PARK 


This park, located six miles northeast of Keystone 
Heights and 50 miles southwest of Jacksonville, on State 
Road number 21, derived its name from Gold Head Branch, 
a spring-fed stream which meanders along the bottom of a 
beautiful ravine. The ravine, sixty-five feet deep and with 
its several tributaries, about two miles long, has a lush 
growth of unusual plant life, including the needle palm. The 
Branch in itself is a lovely little stream, three to ten feet 
wide with crystal clear water flowing over a bed of white 
sand. 

The park has an area of 1818 acres, including several 
“sink hole” lakes fed by lake bottom springs, that are deep 
and clear and have high, steep banks. An exception to this 
is Lake Johnson, the largest lake in the park. It is com- 
paratively shallow, has clear water and safe, white sand 
beaches. It is along the shore of one bay of Lake Johnson 
that the main use area is developed. 

A system of semi-clay roads and hiking trails have been 
constructed. Also bathing, boating and picnic facilities, plus 
nine excellent vacation cabins.

‘AIR SCOTLAND’S STRAND has been charmingly brought to 
the Florida shore through the artistry of Roy and Mary 
MacNicol, creators of MacNicol Manors of which Architect 
Belford Shoumate has skillfully planned the four units of 
Scottish Caribbean style.

Whe Palma Beach Kouud Valle 


HE PALM BEACH ROUND TABLE so well known to members 
if of the resort colony, it having been influential for more 
than a decade in bringing to Palm Beach outstanding names 
in the lecture field and providing for its members a calendar 
of events that are of metropolitan standards, is in truth an 
organization of many ramifications, the sponsoring of a lec- 
ture series being but one small part of it. 

What else then besides an excellent source of first-rate 
speakers who lecture in the resort each season does the Palm 
Beach Round Table stand for? It directly provides scholar- 
ships for students to attend the Institute of World Affairs 
held each summer for six weeks at Twin Lakes, Salisbury, 
Conn. Actually the roots of the present Round Table and 
those of the Institute of World Affairs had their beginning 
in Geneva, Switzerland and it is directly connected with the 
Students International Union which for sixteen years was 
an outstanding youth organization in the League of Nation’s 
capital. 

Begun by Mrs. Hadden and the late Alexander M. Had- 
den when in 1924 they were in Geneva attending meetings 
of the League of Nations with every intention to continue on 
in a tour of the world, it was after they learned of the eager- 
ness for a peaceful existence and the sincerity of the young 
people (for many had made great sacrifices to be there) that 
they decided to remain abroad and help the group. 

So then and there the Students International Union was 
born, a small group of eighteen young men and women rep- 
resenting six nations. Quarters were found and equipped 
at 10 rue St. Leger in Geneva, and there from 1924 to 1939 
students from America, Europe and the Far East met as 
cone would in a club, to discuss and set forth their views on 
world affairs. 

In the meantime and while visiting Palm Beach in 1932, 
members of the resort colony eager to have a 
similar set-up here persuaded the Haddens to 
initiate the Palm Beach Round Table. 

In 1940 the Students International Union 
merged with what is known now as the In- 
stitute of World Affairs and headquarters for 
reasons that were most obvious as the second 
World War was launched were set up at Salis- 
bury, Conn., where Mrs. Hadden turned over 
her beautiful summer place at Twin Lakes for 
the summer session. 

Thanks to her tireless efforts, for by this 
time she was carrying on the project alone 
except of course for the laudable list of per- 
sonalities serving as officers and directors of 
the Institute the work was able to con- 
tinue. 

Mrs. Hadden and her splendid board by 
no means wallowing in pacifism, nevertheless 
feel that an investment in a brain trust can 
never go amiss and that perhaps a priceless 
amount of healthy, well balanced minds could 
as easily keep the peace as multi-billions of 
weapons and A-Bombs. 

Today the world needs leaders with moral 
and spiritual qualities who will govern and who 
will help to create a world community of peace. 


That exactly is the goal of the Institute of World Affairs. 

Sir Norman Angell, for nine years director of the Insti- 
tute and who ever in his lectures stressed that nations must 
stand together, bound by a system of collective security, was 
succeeded this past season by Dr. William Y. Elliott, profes- 
sor of government at Harvard and staff director of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

Visiting the Institute each weekend, Dr. Elliott brought 
with him the latest news from Washington contributing no 
end to an enthusiastic discussion on the part of the thirty- 
five young students who made up this year’s session at Salis- 
bury. 

He lead the seminar on ‘‘Ways Toward World Peace” 
and impressed upon the minds of the students that “the state 
cannot tolerate those who are themselves intolerant.” 

Others giving of their time and knowledge were Dr. Ed- 
win Granberry, professor of creative writing at Rollins Col- 
lege, Dr. Chih Meng, director of the China Institute in Amer- 
ica. Sir Arthur Salter, the British statesman, James A. 
Linen, publisher of Time; Dr. Wing Tsit Chan, professor of 
Chinese Studies at Dartmouth, and Dr. Sven Bjorklund of 
the University of Stockholm and chief of the training division 
of the United Nations. Mr. Linen was a former institute 
member. 

Highly regarded as an instrument for fostering peace 
by the radio division of the United States Department of 
State, that branch of our government recorded student 
speeches at the institute last summer that were broadcast 
over the “Voice of America” program to all parts of the 
world.. . | 
Members of the institute chosen by their various col- 
leges as delegates, attempt to attain four definite goals each 
season which are: international understanding in human re-

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lations; democracy in every day living; prac- 
tical training in conference technique, language 
studies and writing; and a searching analysis 
of contemporary national problems. 

Consider a day at the Institute way up in 
the foothills of the Berkshires at Salisbury, 
Conn.—surely no more beautiful spot for a 
summer school could be chosen. This year for 
instance there was Dick Mallon of Princeton 
described by his seminar mates as the “per- 
sonification of the inquiring mind; then there 
was Boris Andrst from Czechoslovakia, who 
saw the amusing side of the Americal life, the 
tragic side of the European.” Liberio Cuellar 
from Columbia, South America, the ideal ex- 
ponent of Pan-American good neighborliness ; 
and from Bombay, India, Pran Shah, Indian 
nationalist, just now wisely storing up intel- 
lectual ammunition at Cornell. And so it goes 
as you read down the list of young students 
who qualify with minds and marks to be eligible 
for a six-week’s turn at the Institute of World 
Affairs—their keen receptive minds through 
contact with the best philosophies of all nations 
are stimulated to a mutual understanding and 
sympathetic insight into one anothers problems. 

So we see the Institute of World Affairs 
as an investiment to promote future brain 
trusts of a healthy sort. All social reforms 
have been slow in maturing but those people of each genera- 
tion who believed in any one of them, never stopped working 
to attain their goal. So it is with the Institute of World 
Affairs—its goal is a world where men may live together 
without the shadow of war ever threatening their cycle of 
life. 

One of the most interesting features of the 1947 insti- 
tute was a series of evening talks given by the students from 
each country represented. 

An example of a stimulating institute evening was one 
last summer in which the principles of education in the 
United States became the subject of vigorous contention. The 
disagreement among American speakers at least served to 
indicate to students from other countries that Americans are 
not of one mind on this topic, and that the United States, 
in its educational system as in most of its institutions, em- 
braces a great variety of principles. 

Canada having a number of representatives at the 1947 
institute was able to set up a panel one evening allowing for 
brief talks on the part of each of the Canadians in explain- 
ing the various aspects of their national life. 

A student from Italy told the group his country “had no 
problem,” but presented rather “a crucial part of a world 
problem.” He maintained that the Italians if they could ob- 
tain a fair share of the raw materials, could solve by them- 
selves whatever problems they have and thus contribute 
effectively to increasing the welfare of other peoples. 

Almost a replica of the big United Nations, minus pro- 
tocol and veto, the institute gives ample opportunity for the 
young representatives to speak their minds and learn the 
thoughts of others. 

And then there is a lighter side to the institute, for of 
course there cannot be in any successful enterprise, “all work 
and no play.” Amusement is part of the spiritual food of 
students of the institute; it refreshes minds weary with prob- 
lems of the world and hearts sick of the call of “Warhawk.” 
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From the ‘four corners of the earth’’ students merge education and recreation in their 6-weeks 
summer session of the Institute of World Affairs at Salisbury, Conn. The above group was 
snapped on a Sunday afternoon upon returning from a hike in the nearby hills that are the 
beginning of the Berkshires. 


The wonderful evenings in Schulte Hall looking up to 
the Berkshires where song fests brought in closer communion 
the group of young intellectuals, was outstanding in the rec- 
reational program this summer for music knows no language 
and a Brahm’s Lullaby or a score hummed from a work by 
Beethoven have the same meaning to each and every student. 
Close by Tanglewood where the incomparable Boston Sym- 
phony performed weekly under the baton of Sergei Kousse- 
vitsky, the students found pleasure in frequent attendance. 

Not until you have played with your neighbor, not until 
you have seen him throw off the restraints of his working 
life, can you really know him. Lasting friendships are made 
at Seminars and Round Tables, but often it is a social eve- 
ning that lights the personal spark of interest which up to 
that moment has lain cold. 

Cultural facets of a people the institute believes, are as 
important in the understanding of a nation as are its relig- 
ious beliefs, its sociological, or political traditions. Music, 
drama and beauty are universal in language and a smile born 
out of a mutual appreciation of melody may be more impor- 
tant than the play of intellect in cementing friendships which 
in years to come may have an important part in shaping the 
history of the world. 

Over the years many of the thousands who attended ses- 
sions of the Students International Union (which it is hoped 
may one day be revived in Geneva) have given and are giv- 
ing outstanding service in education, diplomatic and interna- 
tional channels. Among them are Robert McClintock who 
became charge d’ Affaires of Finland; Helen Heitt, director 
of the New York Herald-Tribune Forum; George Fox, coun- 
sel for Pan-American Airways, and James Linen, publisher 
of Time. 

The Palm Beach Round Table providing scholarships for 
students to attend the institute had as its first speaker this 
season, Kumar Goshal, a profound student of economics and 
government and author of a new publication entitled “People 
in Colonies.”

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OYAL PALM WAY, one of the earliest subdivision streets 

to be laid out in Palm Beach, is considered one of the 
most beautiful thorofares in the country. Running east and 
west between Lake Worth and the Atlantic Ocean, the cen- 
ter parkway is lined on either side with the stately royal 
palms and these majestic trees repeated as a decorative medi- 
um, lining the sidewalks. 

The tract which includes the geographically named 
avenues Brazilian, Australian, Chilean and Peruvian (all 
running parallel with Royal Palm Way) was platted as 
Royal Palm Park. This stretch of land was originally a 
jungle through which a narrow winding trail had been 
constructed for the entertainment of guests at the Royal 
Poinciana, The Breakers and the Palm Beach Hotels. In 
a wheelchair (afromobile to you, perhaps) or on bicycles, 
the ride through the jungles was considered highly excit- 
ing. Since the turns in the trail were so frequent and abrupt, 
two or more vehicles would play a sort of game of tag... 
ever running out of sight and reach of one another, but 
still, within mutual hearing. 

This excitement and recreation eventually had to be 
sacrificed to the prospects of an enriching scheme of the 
real estate developers. There were no bulldozers to level 
obstructions quickly, in those days, but the trees were 
blazed and felled and after weeks of such effort, opening 
passages began to suggest roads. One of the drawbacks to 
rapid progress was the nature of the soil, which was quite 
moist and spongy in spite of its coral rock hardpan. This 
required and received a great deal of filling in with dry 
sand. 

Royal Palm Way was at first planned to be the main 
thorofare of the Park, with a bridge of its own connect- 
ing with the sister community across Lake Worth. The 
twin lanes conveniently accommodating two-way traffic! 
Between the lanes are long stretches of grass ornamented 
with colorful flower beds. Cross streets (Lake Drive, 
Coconut Row, Hibiscus, County Road, Ocean Blvd.) inter- 
rupt these park-like stretches and add interest to the pic- 
ture. 

To justify the name selected for this famous street, 
large Royal palms were set out, a row between each side- 
walk and its respective curb, and a row just inside each 
curb of the central grass plots .. . making four parallel 
rows of stately royal palms. At first, the center plots were 
bordered with coconut palms and for the length of time they 
were there, proved a hazard for pedestrians. A warning 
sign advised everyone to “beware of falling coconuts.” 

Coconut trees still decorate the ocean block between 
South County Road and South Ocean Blvd. and for the 
protection of pedestrians, the town of Palm Beach has the 
fruit snipped off before it is large enough to fall and do 
any damage. These trees withstand the salt breezes from 
the ocean better than the royal palms! 

Although there are a number of business locations on 
the south side of Royal Palm Way, it is mainly a residential 
street. It is not completely built up, but because of the two 
lanes, there is very slight traffic congestion, except when 
the bridge across the lake opens for the passage of boats 
up or down the lake. At such times, the long line of auto- 
mobiles being held up demonstrates the extensive use of the 
“gasless buggy” as a means of transportation in the village.

NE OF THE favorite entertainment 
mediums during the 28-29 season 
was the costume ball. The Everglades 
Club was the setting for an exotically 
picturesque ‘whoopee party” at which 
guests came attired in costumes rang- 
ing all the way from Chinese mandar- 
ins to Indian braves. 

Mr. Edward F. Hutton and Mrs. 
Hutton (now Mrs. Joseph E. Davies 
came as Indians. Mrs. Hutton’s gown 
won first award and its startling beau- 
ty contrasted with the fantastic choices 
of other fun makers. Her costume was 
of white buckskin and ostrich, with a 
long feather headdress which reached 
the floor. Mrs. Florenz Ziegfeld (Miss 
Billie Burke of the films and radio) 
was a glorified cowboy with chaps of 
white fur, a sleeveless jacket beaded in 
gold and a ten gallon hat. 

Mr. J. Leonard Replogle came as Ed- 
die Cantor, the famous black face man, 
and Mrs. William Randolph Hearst 
was a dashing cowboy in tan chaps 
trimmed with ostrich feathers and a 
six gallon hat banded with rhinestones 
which matched her rhinestone studded 
holster. Mrs. Edward T. Stotesbury 
was a Spanish priest. and Mrs. Frank 
Vernon Skiff represented a lady of 
Louis XVI’s Court.

N RICH GREENS or blaze of bloom, the historic Orton Planta- 
tion and Gardens of Wilmington, N. C., embody the 
romance of the old South! The lovely white colonial mansion 
which is the center jewel in this colorful setting, is a perfect 
example of ante-bellum southern architecture. The ancient 
live oaks still frame the distinctive portico, which from the 
bluffs looks outward over rice fields to the river. Such is the 
setting for the year ’round magnificence of the gardens! 

The approach to the plantation, which by the way is open 
to the public, although the mansion isn’t (occupied by the 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. J. Laurence Sprunt), exploits the ever- 
green beauty of the Low Country ... pines and oaks, profus- 
ion of grape and smilax, jasmine and trumpet creeper, black 
waters and thickets of bays and hollies, the silvery gray of 
Spanish moss. 

After crossing the causeway, the picture is even more 
breath-taking and colorful. Here one glimpses the dark lake 
bordered with dogwood and Indian azaleas, golden carpets of 
daffodils, the quaint white chapel in its camphor grove. . 
and finally the gardens, with their imcomparable vistas. 

Each garden included in the broad sweep of verdant 
lawns, possesses its own particular charm and individuality. 
Glamorous camellias by the hundreds lend their prestige 
to the scene from late autumn to early spring . . . when the 
Japanese azaleas bring a dazzling carpet of riotous colors 
to the setting. 

They are followed by a profusion of Indian azalea, dog- 
wood, wisteria, roses and redbud. And, then comes the true 
southerners .. . mimosa, bay, crape myrtle and gardenia.

circle . . . all have a special appeal to the plantation visitor 
and each representative of a certain season, dominates a 
particular span of time and interest. 

Orton Plantation’s romantic and complicated past is 
closely interwoven with the exciting events of the Lower 
Cape Fear region (where the first recorded settlement was 
attempted in 1640) . . . became the headquarters for pirates 
and the battleground for many Indian feuds. 

Roger Moore, brother of the noted Col. Maurice Moore 
was the original owner of Orton . .. its rice fields and forests 
made him a great slave owner and a lavish host. His suc- 
cess as a leader and the dominant part he played in the 
affairs of the colony earned him the title ‘‘King.” 

When he died in 1750, his sons William and George 
succeeded him. . . . Orton later went to various and sundry 
relatives and during the Civil War was near the scene of 
important action; used as a hospital by Federal troops. 
Orton was abandoned and deserted for many years and was 
on the verge of obliteration when it came into possession of 
the ancestors of the present owners.

'PHIS IS THE Society of the Four Arts’ very own year, its 
time of fulfillment of an idea that did not start with 
the organization alone but stems from the days of Palm 
Beachs’ earliest pioneers—those farsighted Americans who 
planned the resort to be one where education and recrea- 
tion meets, in a delightful winter colony. Events of metro-

Way which was opened formally this year on January 9. 
With the building expansion has come an enlargement 

of the Society’s calendar and among new innovations this 
season is the inception of a Moving Picture Committee of 
which Dr. Matthew T. Mellon is chairman. The first in a 
series of movies to be given under Four Arts’ sponsorship 
took place late in January when “Great Expectations” from 


the novel by Charles Dickens was shown in the new audi- 
torium. 

The old Four Arts’ building now housing the Society’s 
large and versatile collection of books, has introduced for 
the first time this season, a Children’s Hour which takes 
place each Saturday morning. Enthusiastically received 
since the first meeting on Saturday, Jan. 17 when 30 young 
people of the resort assembled to hear Mrs. Frederick D.

HROUGH ARRANGEMENTS with a number of important gal- 
leries in New York and the generosity of Society mem- 
bers, the exhibition of “The School of Paris” opened on Jan- 
uary 9 in conjunction with the formal opening of the Society 
_of the Four Arts’ new building. One of the most notable ever 
sponsored by the Society’s art and sculpture committee, Mr. 
William McKim, chairman, it has attracted wide attention 
among members of the resort colony as well as those of 
nearby communities for it is indeed one of metropolitan 
standards representing the works of artists whose reputa- 
tions could never be questioned. 


It is interesting to note that although the exhibition is 
termed “The School of Paris” many of the artists are not 
Frenchmen but Spaniards, Dutchmen, Russians, Italians and 
Swiss. Twenty-six artists are represented, each with sev- 
eral examples comprising fifty-two in all. Of the most dis- 
tinguished is Pablo Picasso with seven canvases from 1911 
through 1939. A most important one, and one that hung in 
the first art exhibition ever sponsored by the Society is 
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“Seated Woman” 1927. Of the earlier works of this great 
master there is a “Head of a Boy” painted in 1922 when 
Picasso was still following the classic tradition. “Still Life 
With Fishes” also a great work in the exhibit, but recently 
arrived in this country after being recovered from Germany 
where the Nazis had taken it where with many other pieces 
by the artist they concealed it, since they were of course 
cognizant of its great worth. 


Others of the modern French School directly descended 
from the Fauve movement begun by Matisse and the Cubist 
with which Picasso and Braque are credited, are both Braque 
and Matisse, each with four canvases. One by Matisse called 
“Nasturiums” was lent the Society by Mr. and Mrs. LeRay 
Berdeau. It is a canvas of 1912, classically elegant in blue 
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harmonies presenting a wealth of space and flawless com- 
position. A Braque still life ““Compotier, Pears and Grapes’”’ 
adorns the gallery through the generosity of Mr. Arthur 
Bradley Campbell, and another artist represented in a canvas 
lent by Mr. Campbell is Masson. The painting is called “L 
Sorciere.” Also “Raimondo” by Modigliani is included, in 
Sorciere.”

Others in the show who need no superlatives to embel- 
lish their renown are Rouault, Gris, de La Fresnaye, Dufy, 
Leger, Derain, Chagall, and Miro. Examples of the emerg- 
ing younger men include two by Dubuffet and two by Mar- 
chand, and there are works by Paul Klee, Marie Laurencin, 
Mason, Matta, Modigliani, Mondrain, Soutine, Tanguy 
and Utrillo.

/{CTIVITY in sport came from a slow simmer to a frothy 
boil during the past fortnight when with the forty- 
second annual Lake Worth Golf tournament being played 
over the Palm Beach Golf Club course and with tennis courts 
being filled from early morning until late in the evening. 

The busiest man in Palm Beach has been William G. Cluett, 
chairman of the Everglades club’s tennis committee, who is 
bringing Jack Kramer, Bobby Riggs, Pancho Segura and 
Dinny Pails here for an exhibition at the Everglades club 
February 3. 

Its costing the club a king’s ransom to bring the exhibition 
here, but the interest being shown in it indicates that the 
tennis committee should find itself with a little profit on its 
hands when the exhibition is ended. 

Kramer world’s greatest amateur, made his professional 
debut in Madison Square garden in December, but the 
youngster was extremely nervous and Bobby Riggs, king

of the professionals simply murdered him. Since then, how- 
ever, Kramer has regained his composure and has evened 
the matches. 

The four professionals are touring the country and at- 
tracting enormous crowds where ever they appear. The fact 
that there is little or no love lost between Riggs and Kramer 
adds to the excitement of the play. Riggs realizes that 
Kramer is a decided threat to his supremacy and every time 
he steps out upon a tennis court he tries desperately to 
annihilate Kramer. 

The world’s amateur champion has withstood all of Riggs’ 
attempts in fine manner and when they clash here it should 
be a battle which will cause fans to remember it for years. 

Jack Kramer sums up his racket philosophy, a philosophy 
based on one cardinal premise—ATTACK. It means com- 
bining all the game’s attacking strokes into a smooth of- 
fense. It means that you go out on court and simply over- 
power your opponent. It means, too, that you have the serve, 


volley, smash and forcing shots under sufficient control 
to keep up an unrelenting pressure against the fellow across 
the net. 

Big Jack concerns himself with strategy designed to take 
advantage of his opponents’ weakness. Like Vines, and Budge 
before him this modern master of controlled speed has but 
one idea in mind and that is to sock the cover off the ball. 
He is always boring in, always making the other fellow feel 
he is a dead pigeon unless he does something tremendous. 
Both his backhand and forehand carry deceptive length and 
pace. Everyone who plays against him feels the same way: 
“He makes you feel like you are backing up and up until you 
can’t back up any farther.” And at that point Jake has 
most likely worked his way to the net for a kill. 

The cornerstone of Kramer’s play is confidence. All the 
great champions of Tennis—Lenglen, Tilden, Vines, Budge 
and Alice Marble have had it. Riggs has it. 

Actually if you were to pick out one weapon in Kramer’s 
armour which is the bellwether that weapon would be his 
service. Jack possesses complete confidence in his big Bertha 
which is actually three services—slice, flat and twist-in- one. 
“T know I can hold my serve,” he’ll tell you in a quiet assured 
voice. “So all I have to do is to break my opponent once a 
set.” The best of the present day amateurs—Ted Schroeder, 
Frankie Parker, Jasoslav Drobny, Dinny Pails and Jack 
Bromwich will testify to the soundness of Kramer’s views. 

“T’ve played the world’s best the past decade. And in my 
book Kramer is greater than Budge or Fred Perry. Riggs? 
Bobby’s a fine player but I think Kramer will take him apart 
in the tour that Promoter Jack Harris has planned for 1948.” 

Every time Bobby Riggs steps out on a tennis court he’s 
giving away height and weight to his opponent. And height 
and weight are potent factors in big-time tennis when the 
leverage you put on the ball in service and smash govern 
the speed you get. And the punch you put in your shots is in 
direct ratio to the heft you possess. 

Yet Bobby Riggs has been the world’s professional cham- 
pion these past two years. 

It is a combination of things. First, Riggs has what his 
rivals call unequalled ball control. He can and does put that 
little white pellet on a dime. And his change of pace is out 
of this world. All during 1946 and 1947 he has driven the 
great Don Budge crazy with a change of pace that Bob 
Teller would envy. 

Secondly, Riggs has the most remarkable pair of legs 
seen around the court since Karel Kozeluh was in his prime. 
He'll get back shots against you that no living player could 
get near. His anticipation is catlike, his sense of what shot 
you—his opponent—are going to play would do credit to 
Houdini. Time and time again Don Budge and Frank Kovacs, 
the two power hitters of the pro ranks, would hammer a fast 
drive down his backhand sideline and spring to the attack. 
But more times than not Bobby was there waiting for the 
ball. Always his reply was a masterful dipping passing shot 
across the court or down the line. Or just for variety—he’s 
always keeping you guessing—his answer would be a soft 
tantalizing lob which just cleared your racket. And nine 
times out of ten that lob would pitch within three feet of 
the opposite baseline. 


A third reason would be that he possesses topdrawer of- 
fensive weapons. True, Bobby can’t serve as fast as Kramer. 
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The most colorful tennis player in the world today is the term applied to Pancho 

Segura, South American Champion who will appear in the exhibition with Riggs 

and Kramer at the Everglades club February 3. Segura’s opponent will be the 
famous Dinny Pails, Australian champion, 


But Riggs can serve even more accurately than the world’s 
amateur champion. And he can vary the twist and spin on his 
service ball with admirable deception. If you’re set for a 
slice, you get a fast one burned down the middle. And if 
you get ready for the fast one your answer is a wide break- 
ing twist delivery. In Jack Harris’s 1946 pro tour, Riggs 
served more service aces than Don Budge—and his overhead 
smashes outscored Budge 2 to 1! 

Pancho Segura is well known to Palm Beach tennis fans 
and has always been a big attraction here. 

On three different occasions Pancho has been ranked 
No. 3 in the U. S. amateur rankings. The years were 1943-45. 
Jake Kramer gave Pancho the defeat business in the ’43 
semi-finals while Bill Talbert was Segura’s nemesis in the 
following two years, both times in the round of Toure a: 
Besides being three time American Inter-collegiate singles 
champion, Segura also annexed the U. S. Indoor Champion- 
ship—1946. 

A born showman with magnificent poise and personality, 
Segura likes to relate to friends the first two American man- 
nerisms he learned on his arrival here in 1940. Bobb Riggs, 
Bill Talbert, Jake Kramer and Don McNeill were his teachers. 
Because of his friendly, relaxed manner he has no enemies 
in the tennis world. Everyone likes the “Equitable Ecuador- 
ean,” as he is sometimes called. His sunny smile, his desire to 
please a gallery who have paid good money to see him play, 
and his unique two-fisted forehand add up to one of the 
greatest attractions ever presented to the sports public. 

Besides playing tennis Segura worked out of the Ecuador- 
ean consul’s office in Los Angeles these past two years since 
graduating from the University of Miami in 1945. His ulti- 
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mate business aim—to go into the importing business in 
New York. But for the next few years Pancho will be what 
he’s always been—a tremendous threat to any tennis player 
anywhere. 

The fourth member of the group which will play here 
is Dinny Pails, 1947 Australian champion who took up tennis 
when he was 12 years old. 

Like many Aussies before him Pails first got interested 
in sport through cricket. But his is a balanced, orthodox 


’ game of conventional one-handed stroking. Despite the suc- 


cess of Jack Bromwich, Vivian McGrath and Goeff Brown 
with the two-fisted shot, Dinny prefers the orthodox ap- 
proach to stroking. “Anyway since Pancho Segura, my oppon- 
ent on this tour, uses a two-fisted shot it’s just as well that 
I play the conventional game. Otherwise we’d really have 
the fans confused.” 

As a junior before the war—Pails won all the junior 
events in Australia. His coach was Jim Willard, who grounded 
him in sound ground stroking ... In 1939, at the age of 18, 
Pails took a big step forward in senior competition when he 
whipped the veteran Jack Crawford in two men’s tourna- 
ments and extended Davis Cupper Adrian Quist to five long 
sets in the New South Wales Championships on grass. A 
year later Pails carried Quist to a 9-7 fifth set in the same 
tournament. A new star was rising in the Down Under racket 
heavens. 

In 1946 Pails swept through 6 straight grass court cham- 
pionships, bowling over Quist, Geoff Brown and Crawford like 
ten pins.

ITH TROPICAL DISREGARD for the flight of time, nautical 
folk and their guests are lazily revelling aboard their 

yachts in the Florida scene. Many are leaders of industry 

who keep secretaries and sales managers on the qui vive. 

At the Palm Beach docks, riding the placid waters of 
Lake Worth can be seen craft of divers sizes and shape, from 
the saucy little put-put dinghy to the stately sea going yacht, 
many flying their owners private signal or burgee. Lloyd’s 
Register print 3345 of these colorful pennants in its 1947 
edition. 

The private signal of Mr. Sidney E. Hutchinson of Phila- 
delphia was designed by Mrs. Hutchinson and is.a blue in- 
verted triangle on a white field, so devised that it is easily 
discernable at a distance. Another Philadelphian, Mr. Phile- 
mon Dickinson whose “Aquila” sports an orange and black 
swallow-tailed pennant, he being an alumnus of Princeton 
University. , 

Another well known winter visitor, Mr. John Charles 
Thomas, son-in-law of Mrs. George A. Dobyne, has a burgee 
displaying a player’s mask on a white bordered field. The 
mask in the 16th century was a symbol of the histrionic art. 
A halved blue and yellow flag is the property of Mr. Ralph 
Beaver Strassburger. 

General Motor’s Mr. Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., has recorded 
« red and blue insignia divided by a white “S.” Three white 
stars on a blue field and border, means the craft is the prop- 
erty of Mr. J. Lester Parsons and a yellow cross on blue in- 
dicates you are gazing at the dignified yacht of Mrs. Mait- 
land Alexander. Mr. Paul V. Shields whose son-in-law is 
the handsome Gary Cooper, flies a blue flag with white 
oblong center and a red border. 

Pleasant memories are awakened among old time sports- 
men by an emblem with a white star in red circle in a blue 
ground. It belonged to the late J oseph E. Widener. 

Should one observe a large red “K” with a background 
of blue and white, Lloyd’s say you are looking at the yacht of 
Mr. A. Atwater Kent. Blue swallow tail burgee, red dia- 
mond centered with white circle is the exclusive property of 
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Riding majestically at anchor off Peanut Island the 316 foot yacht ‘Sea Cloud” 
of Mr. Joseph E. Davies is truly the Queen of the Palm Beach fleet. Her four 
tall masts and the new upper deck compel the admiration of novice and “Old 
Salt’ alike. Mr. Davies is a member of the New York and St. Regis Yacht Clubs. 


Mr. Bertrand L. Taylor, Jr., also Bertrand L. Taylor, 3rd. 
Mr. A. Felix duPont, Jr., has “three planes in blue on a white 
circle in red background.” 

On the mast of the “Sumoria”’ of Mr. Harold Payne 
Whitney one detects his private flag, a white “W” in a blue 
wreath with red ground. The Edward F. Hutton swallow- 
tail insignia has a blue diagonal bar, white center stripe with 
white “H” in left center. The unique pennant of Mr. Wil- 
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liam T. Grant has two large fish resembling dolphins in 
white, on a red swallow tailed back ground, all on a blue field. 
The 3-sided pennant of Mr. Burwell B. Smith is a helmsman’s 
wheel on a blue triangle with red border. 

White swallow-tail flag, red diagonal stripe with red 
anchor and chain upper left, belongs to Mr. Clifford V. Bro- 
kaw. The rarely seen in these waters, white and red halved 
standard indicates the visit of the Harrison Williams craft. 

Mr. Harold Sterling Vanderbilt’s attractive gonfanon is 
white, blue diagonal bars, red star left center. Attractive 
banner of white, blue bordered and centered with red and 
blue chain links is the registered flag of Mr. Walter S. Gubel- 
mann. Letter “Z’’ on red diamond, blue background with 
white edge, was once a familiar emblem in Palm Beach when 
Mrs. James P. Donahue occupied her palatial Ocean front 
villa. 

Mr. Huntington Hartford offers a colorful white and 
blue halved insignia with red bars on the white. 

Mr. Gurnsey Curran floats a white banner, blue circle 
center with initials ‘“‘C. G.” in yellow; the flag of Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Post Davies is a striking yellow, white criss-crossed, 
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blue edged, blue triangle, white center and can be seen atop 
the sturdy sea-going yacht “Sea Cloud.” 

A black top hat on a white plain field represents the weil 
chosen private signal of Mr. W. B. Topping. White banner 
centered with graduated black bars in cryptic arrangement 
is the symbol on the burgee of Dr. Matthew T. Mellon. 

Chairman of the Palm Beach Zoning Commission, Mr. 
Grover Loening, finds escape from care under the triangular 
streamer of white with a bordered “‘L” in pale blue. The 
Amory L. Haskell pennant is the head of a thoroughbred 
horse in yellow, circled in the same color on a russet brown 
field and yellow edge. 

The “Edorea” of Mrs. Henry Oliver Rea flys at its main- 
mast a pale blue signal with white “R” and a red chevron. 

The music of the sea is surely in the hearts of all who 
sail a ship. Their philosophy is bound up in the sentiments 
of a great writer who said: 

“Bliss in possession will not last; 
Remembered joys are never past; 
At once the fountain, stream and sea, 
They were, they are, they yet shall be.”

df NORTON GALLERY OF ART in carrying out a well bal- 
anced program of art exhibitions over the years has 
shown many trends in present day art, and too there have 
been two or three exhibitions of Old Master paintings. To- 
gether with the Society of the Four Arts both galleries have 
given to the Palm Beaches, exhibition programs reflecting a 
metropolitan atmosphere in the arts, unknown to any other 
community except the top dozen cities in the country. The 


present collection of Old Masters on view through February 
22 represents the highest average of excellence in an art ex- 
hibition of its kind to have been shown heretofore at the 
Norton Gallery. 

Selected from the collection of E. and A. Silberman of 
New York to illustrate the beginning of Western painting 
down to the end of the high Renaissance, it is hoped in sub-

Indeed the large canvas 
by Luca Giordiano forms a connecting link between the pres- 
ent show and a probable future Baroque collection. 

Of the present exhibit, the earliest piece in the present

A C E C O U R S E 


For Week of January 27, 1948 


It Was In 1918 That 


HE SEASON OFFICIALLY began with the opening of the 
, Royal Poinciana Hotel on January 15 during the dinner 
hour. 

Women in sweeping hats and flowing skirts ... men in 
white flannels and blue striped trousers .. . sporting handle- 
bar mustaches ... the Beaux Arts building was then the 
fashionable shopping center. The coquettish fans and pro- 
vocative evening frocks. . . . Flappers wore their hair in 
shortened bobs accented with slick bangs. ... American jazz 
had made its debut and everyone was singing ‘‘Alexander’s 
Rag Time Band.” . . . gin was the favorite drink and Palm 
Beach was rapidly becoming the American Riviera! 

The Royal Poinciana was known as the largest hotel 
in the world. Four miles of corridor wound throughout this 
magnificent structure which could easily accommodate 1,700 
guests. One of the favorite tales of the day was that if the 
hotel were spread along Fifth Ave. it would reach from 34th 
St. to 26th St. To cover this distance in New York, one 
would call into use a taxi! Science was advancing .. . the 
new electric elevators were used exclusively in the hotel for 
the conveyance of guests ... do you remember the 15 long, 
tiresome minutes it took to transport one from the first 
to the third floors. Wheel chairs were the most popular 
means of transportation although there were a few automo- 
biles in the resort. 

Highlights of the afternoon were the ornate tea dances 
held in the Cocoanut Grove of the Royal Poinciana. Daily 
one could view the resort’s fashionables . . . attired in the 
height of fashion . . . making their way into this veritable 
fairy land with its myriads of gayly colored electric bulbs, 
hanging from the boughs of the exotic cocoanut trees. The 
Royal Poinciana sextette played for dancing and guests de- 
voured quantities of tea and the home made cocoanut cake 
baked by Mrs. Roche. 

With social activity more or less dimmed by the war... 
socialites turned to the Red Cross. Mrs. Edward R. Thomas 
donated a library to the Red Cross work rooms and a series 
of sketches, made of resort children and penciled by Mrs. 
Thomas, was a unique way of raising money for the cause. 
Among others figuring prominently with the Red Cross 
were Mr. and Mrs. Pierre Lorillare Barbey, Mr. and Mrs. 
Christopher D. Smithers, Miss Louise Witherbees, who by 
the way, donated her own personal car to the services of 
her country; Mrs. Thomas Tipton Reese (now Mrs. Belle 
Enos), Miss Madeleine Henry, Mrs. Anne Teed, Mrs. Henry 
C. Clark, Mrs. Quincy Adams Shaw, 2d, Mrs. Leonard D. 
Ahl, and Miss Helen Hood. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Shepard, Jr. were winter residents 
and Mrs. Frank Vernon Skiff and the late Mr. Skiff oc- 
cupied a suite at the Poinciana. Mrs. Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt (now Mrs. Margaret Emerson) resided at ‘Ocean 
View” Cottage, former home of the Henry Carnegie Phipps, 
with her two sons, Alfred and George Vanderbilt. 

One of the prominent leaders of society was Mrs. Char- 
les I. Cragin of Philadelphia whose residence “ Reve d’Ete 
was the setting for numerous parties. 

Mr. Joseph Riter had as his guests that season Mr. 
Andrew F. Fulton, Mr. Hugh Dillman, and Mr. Lester Dono- 
hue, the latter a concert pianist from Los Angeles. 

Mr. Michael P. Grace occupied ‘Surf Cottage” and ab- 
sent that year were his son-in-law and daughter, Capt. and 
Mrs. John S. Phipps, who were stationed at Ft. Worth, Texas.

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A Mountain “Bathes” 
Itself In Fire 


HE ‘‘FIRESPOUTERS” (volcanos) are 

so numerous in El Salvador, that 
natives have nicknamed their country 
“Daughter of Fire.’”’ The most famous 
of the active ones is the legendary Iz- 
alco.. . . known to mariners as the 
“Lighthouse of the Pacific.” 

Since seventeen hundred and seventy, 
with only an occasional lapse, Izalco 
erupts every few minutes ... almost a 
perpetual volcanic eruption. The ini- 
tial “spout” happening when the vol- 
cano broke through the side of the par- 
ent cone, Santa Ana! 

Clutching a “‘half-clenched fist” high 
into the Salvadoran sky, Izalco is liter- 
ally a beacon for helping mariners 
reach that port . . . a veritable light- 
house. The dust-laden gas cloud of the 
volcano assumes numerous fantastic 
shapes and the “flare” of its eruptions 
can be seen from the Pacific for many 
miles. Izalco is only twenty miles in- 
land from the port of Acajutla! 

The town of Izalco lies almost at the 
foot of the mountain (Santa Ana, eight 
thousand three hundred feet high and 
the highest peak in the Republic). The 
natives here are so accustomed to the 
volcanic “‘goings on,” that they pay lit- 
tle attention to the growling of the vol- 
cano and the rumblings, caused by each 
explosion. They claim, however, that 
particularly violent eruptions mean a 
change in the weather. Scientists do not 
entirely agree with this idea! 

Inhabitants here, say the mountain 
“bathes itself in fire’ ... and this it 
seems literally, to accomplish. At in- 
tervals, an especially large glowing 
“bomb” will strike something as_ it 
comes tearing down the mountain 
slope, bursting into a red-gold shower. 

Watching the “fireworks” at night 
is particularly fascinating. The moun- 
tain hulks dark and cold, as outlined 
against the starlit sky. Suddenly, a red 
glow of fire seems to unfold at the 
peak and scatter a golden stream on 
the mountain side. After the heavy 
boom of the explosion, there is a faint 
crackling sound, like distant rifle 
fire . . . undoubtedly caused by the 
falling of incandescent bombs striking 
the side of the mountain. 

The town of Izaleo is divided into 
two parts: the Spanish town and the 
Indian. The last pure-blooded Indians 
of the country! They are of the Pipil 
Nation and speak a dialect of Na- 
huatl . . . language of the Aztecs of 
Mexico.
